tally unentitled to consideration fn his pre* 
eat' position. He hod done one of the mo-l 
atrocious acts recorded in the political his- 
tory of any country. Ir^tba face of the most 
damning evidence, Ihe defiantly stood up 
beforejthe House nod dec let ed his Innocence.
